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INFANT  AND  CHILD  MORTALITY,  1959 


During  the  year  1959  there  was  183  deaths  in  infants.  Ten  years  ago,  in  1949,  there  were  260  deaths  in  this 
category. 

One  striking  factor  in  the  following  tables  is  the  reduction  in  the  effect  of  prematurity  as  a  cause  of  death.  In 
1949  prematurity  was  the  cause  of  25%  of  all  deaths  up  to  16  years  of  age;  in  1958  it  remained  high  at  26.4%  but  the 
1959  figures  show  prematurity  as  causing  only  19.7%  of  the  total  deaths.  This  is  a  very  important  reduction. 
Premature  birth  has  been  the  greatest  hazard  a  young  child  can  face  and  it  is  one  of  the  greatest  difficulties  to  prevent 
and  treat.  The  fall  in  deaths  from  prematurity  is  most  encouraging  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  is  the  beginning  of  a  con¬ 
tinued  fall  in  deaths  from  this  condition.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  COUNTY 


Housing 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  slum  clearance  but  this  matter  still  remains  a  substantial 
problem  in  some  districts.  The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  requested  that  a  further  review  of 
housing  circumstances  should  be  carried  out  in  order  to  ascertain  the  present  number  of  houses  which  should  be 
dealt  with  by  slum  clearance  procedure.  It  has  been  estimated  that  at  least  2,059  houses  remain  in  this  class. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  grant  aid  for  reconditioning  and  modernising  structurally  sound  property  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1949,  a  “standard”  grant  has  been  introduced  by  the  Housing  Act,  1959  for  the  poorer  classes  of  property. 
This  provides  for  financial  aid  towards  the  provision  of  a  bath,  wash  basin,  W.C.,  hot  water  system  and  food  store. 
A  grant  is  only  made  subject  to  the  dwelling  having  all  of  these  facilities  and,  in  addition,  the  estimated  life  must 
be  not  less  than  15  years.  The  local  authority  is  legally  bound  to  make  a  grant  if  these  conditions  are  fulfilled.  The 
following  table  shows  the  number  of  houses  dealt  with  by  way  of  grant  aid.

It  will  be  seen  that  grants  were  made  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  in  respect  of  844  houses  which  represents 
an  increase  of  34  as  compared  with  1958. 

Conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets 

Some  1,313  pail  and  vault  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets  during  the  year,  of  which  1,234  were  in  rural 
districts.  This  represents  an  increase  of  308  over  1958  and  is  associated  mainly  with  the  progress  of  rural  sewerage 
schemes. 

Camping  Sites  and  Movable  Dwellings 

The  total  number  of  caravans  on  licensed  sites  amounts  to  11,377,  of  which  10,537  are  situate  in  the  coastal  areas. 

Whilst  the  majority  of  the  caravan  sites  are  provided  with  public  sewers  approximately  one  half  of  the  caravans 
are  situate  on  sites  without  this  service.  These  include  the  Fitties  Holiday  Camp  in  the  Grimsby  Rural  District 
and  camps  situate  in  the  Trunch  Lane  sector  of  Chapel  St.  Leonards  and  in  Ingoldmells,  in  the  Spilsby  Rural  District. 
The  provision  of  public  sewerage  is  receiving  attention  as  in  the  case  of  Chapel  St.  Leonards  and  Ingoldmells,  schemes 
are  urgently  required  to  provide  for  the  holiday  population. 

The  introduction  of  permanent  holiday  chalets,  of  a  modern  design,  on  various  parts  of  the  coast  is  now  gradually 
superseding  the  rough  shack  type  of  dwelling,  most  of  which  are  a  legacy  of  the  pre-planning  control  days. 

Water  Supplies 

The  regrouping  of  water  supplies  has  received  considerable  attention  during  the  year.  A  small  working  party 
appointed  by  the  Minister  of  blousing  and  Local  Government  considered  the  requirements  of  water  in  the  Grimsby 
area  where  further  supplies,  particularly  to  meet  the  needs  of  industry  and  to  check  saline  infiltration,  are  urgently 
required.  The  working  party  considered  obtaining  additional  supplies  either  from  the  River  Trent  or  from  surface 
and  underground  resources  of  the  Louth  Rural  District  and  recommended  the  latter  on  grounds  of  economy.  This 
recommendation  has  consequently  given  rise  to  the  complete  reconsideration  of  regrouping  in  the  Grimsby  area  and 
the  whole  of  East  Lindsey,  as  in  addition,  the  proposed  water  boards  in  East  Lindsey  were  considered  to  be  too  small. 

Further  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  regrouping  of  supplies  in  the  Gainsborough  U.D.  and  R.D.  and 
Welton  R.D.,  together  with  those  of  West  Notts,  and  North  Kesteven,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Minister  will  pro¬ 
mote  an  order  in  the  near  future. 

The  Isle  of  Axholme  R.D.  has  now  been  incorporated  into  the  Don  Valley  Water  Board. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  final  stages  of  the  regional  water  schemes  in  the  Louth,  Horn- 
castle  and  Spilsby  Rural  Districts. 

The  replacement  of  the  private  water  undertaking  of  the  County  Council  which  served  the  Wainfleet  Farm 
Colony  and  adjacent  farms,  by  the  public  mains  supply  is  a  welcome  improvement. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  the  County  as  a  whole  during  the  year. 

Extensions  of  sewers  were  made  in  Cleethorpes  and  Scunthorpe  Municipal  Boroughs. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  the  rural  districts  as  follows: —

Comment  has  already  been  made,  particularly  on  the  necessity  for  the  provision  of  a  scheme  for  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  in  Ingoldmells,  and  the  extension  of  sewers  in  the  Trunch  Lane  area  of  Chapel  St.  Leonards.  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  for  Ingoldmells  is  £361,000  and  the  estimated  cost  of  the  extensions  for  Trunch  Lane, 
Chapel  St.  Leonards,  is  £47,000.  The  execution  of  the  work  has  been  delayed  owing  to  the  refusal  of  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  allow  a  substantial  part  of  the  scheme  to  serve  Ingoldmells  and  the  whole  of 
the  extension  of  the  sewers  to  be  served  at  Chapel  St.  Leonards  to  be  subject  to  grant  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies 
and  Sewerage  Acts  as  the  Minister  considers  that  this  type  of  work  is  outside  the  scope  of  the  Acts. 

Coastal  Pollution 

This  matter  has  been  the  subject  of  considerable  adverse  comments  in  numerous  parts  of  the  country  during 
the  past  few  years,  particularly  with  relation  to  danger  to  the  health  of  bathers  by  the  disposal  of  sewage  into  estuaries 
and  into  the  sea  with  little  if  no  treatment. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  whole  of  the  Lincolnshire  Coast  and  there  is  no  evidence  whatsoever  of  any 
danger  to  the  health  of  bathers.  Indeed,  this  section  of  the  coastline,  which  extends  from  the  Humber  to  the  Wash, 
and  which  forms  the  natural  eastern  boundary  of  the  county,  is  one  of  the  finest  stretches  of  country  in  so  far  as  free¬ 
dom  from  pollution  is  concerned. 

The  Medical  Research  Council  published  a  report  on  this  subject  following  wide  investigations,  which  substan¬ 
tiates  the  foregoing  view  and  should  allay  fears  which  have  been  held  insofar  as  bathing  is  concerned  in  general. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  frequency  of  collection  varies  from  one  week  in  the  urban  areas  to  one  to  three  in  most  rural  areas  and  three 
months  in  approximately  twelve  parishes  of  the  Horncastle  Rural  District,  although  the  situation  in  the  latter  area 
is  being  reviewed.  Some  improvement  in  the  condition  of  refuse  tips  has  been  efFected  but  the  operation  of  numerous 
tips,  especially  in  the  rural  areas,  is  in  need  of  improvement  where  tipping  is  practised  on  a  wide  face  with  little  or  no 
covering  of  the  refuse  or  other  adequate  control. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  centres  concerned  with  atmospheric  pollution  include  the  Humber  Bank  (Grimsby  R.D.),  Scunthorpe  M.B. 
and  adjacent  areas  of  Glanford  Brigg  R.D.  together  with  miscellaneous  industrial  concerns  in  other  parts  of  the  county, 
including  those  adjacent  to  cement  factories  (South  Ferriby  and  Hibaldstow). 

Tha  Alkali  Inspectorate  of  the  Ministry  of  Elousing  and  Local  Government  are  concerned  with  emissions  from 
the  major  steel  and  chemical  industries  of  Scunthorpe  and  the  Humber  Bank  respectively,  together  with  the  cement 
factories. 

The  responsibilities  of  the  local  authorities  relate  chiefly  to  domestic  and  other  industrial  discharges  under  the 
Clean  Air  Act  and  consideration  is  now  being  given  to  the  inclusion  of  parts  of  Scunthorpe  and  an  adjacent  area  of 
the  Glanford  Brigg  R.D.  in  a  smokeless  zone. 

These  two  authorities,  together  with  Rarton-on-Humber  and  Brigg  U.D.C.’s  have  been  active  in  taking  records 
of  atmospheric  deposits,  which  will  form  a  basis  in  connection  with  their  duties  under  the  Act.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS 


Sampling  of  Food  and  Drugs  for  Analysis 

There  was  no  change  in  the  basic  legislation  relating  to  food  and  drug  administration  but  new  regulations  were 
introduced  dealing  with  the  control  over  specific  foods.  These  include: — 

The  Food  Standards  (Ice  Cream)  Regulations,  1959  which,  together  with  the  Labelling  of  Food  (Amendment) 
Regulations,  1959,  provide  a  standard  for  dairy  ice  cream  by  requiring  that  only  milk  fat  shall  be  used  and 
that  in  the  case  of  ice  cream  containing  other  types  of  fat,  the  words  “contains  non-milk  fat”  shall  be  included 
on  the  wrapper. 

The  Arsenic  in  Food  Regulations,  1959,  and  the  Fluorine  in  Food  Regulations,  1959  prescribe  standards  relating 
to  the  presence  of  these  substances  in  specific  foods. 

The  Condensed  Milk  Regulations,  1959,  consolidate  previous  regulations  dealing  with  condensed  milk  and 
provide  certain  additional  control. 

Numerous  anomalies  still  exist,  such  as  the  non-statutory  standard  for  the  meat  content  of  sausages  and  other 
meat  products,  and  consequently  difficulties  arise  in  dealing  with  vendors  concerned  with  the  sale  of  sub-standard 
food  stuffs. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  special  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  sale 
of  fresh  and  frozen  fish  in  order  to  ensure  that  correct  descriptions  are  applied  and  that  the  purchaser  is  not 
prejudiced.  The  situation  has  been  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory  and  it  was  particularly  noted  that  the  greatest 
demand  is  for  the  more  common  fish  such  as  haddock  and  cod,  which  are  usually  recognised  without  much  difficulty 
by  the  housewife. 

Attention  has  been  directed  to  the  possibility  of  the  presence  in  crops  of  the  residuals  of  chemicals  used  in  in¬ 
secticide  sprays.  After  consultation  with  the  Regional  Advisory  Chemist  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  in  connection  with  this  matter,  it  was  evident  that  there  is  little  likelihood  of  any  danger,  providing  the 
routine  precautions  are  taken,  particularly  that  of  allowing  the  prescribed  period  between  the  last  application  of  spray 
and  harvest,  in  order  that  any  residual  chemicals  are  broken  down  as  necessary. 

The  Food  Standards  Committee  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  have  recommended  standards 
for  the  milk  content  of  “milk  bread”,  owing  to  the  present  unsatisfactory  position  as  much  skimmed  milk  is  used. 

The  existing  Gerber  milk  testing  equipment  at  the  County  Offices  Laboratory  which  is  used  for  the  determination 
of  the  amount  of  milk  fat  and  milk  solids  other  than  fat  has  been  supplemented  with  apparatus  for  carrying  out  the 
Hortvet  Freezing  Point  test  in  order  to  determine  whether  deficiencies  in  milk  solids  other  than  fat  are  due  to  natural 
causes  or  to  the  addition  of  water.

In  addition,  939  samples  of  milk  (including  51  samples  of  school  milk)  were  examined  in  the  laboratory  at  the 
County  Offices  during  the  year. 

Samples  which  showed  evidence  of  adulteration  or  those  which  were  otherwise  unsatisfactory  were  the  subject 
of  warning  letters  or  advisory  action,  except  in  the  following  two  cases  where  legal  proceedings  were  instituted: — 

Sample  of  potted  meat  which  contained  11.07  per  cent  extraneous  dry  starchy  matter  —  Fine  of  2  guineas, 
plus  costs  of  £8.  12.  3d.  imposed. 
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Sample  of  zinc  and  castor  oil  cream  which  was  deficient  in  zinc  to  the  extent  of  1.5  per  cent  of  the  minimum 
standard  of  6.0  per  cent  —  Fine  of  £10  imposed. 

Included  in  the  aforementioned  list  were  four  samples  of  milk  from  one  producer,  which  showed  evidence  of 
added  water  varying  from  4  to  19  per  cent.  After  considering  medical  evidence  relating  to  the  producer  and  other 
associated  circumstances  a  warning  was  issued. 

The  presence  of  foreign  matter  in  foodstuffs  which  rendered  them  not  of  the  “substance”  demanded  by  the 
purchaser  was  dealt  with  by  warning  letter  as  follows : — 

Flies  in  bottle  of  milk; 

Straw  in  milk; 

Mould  in  yoghourt; 

Metal  in  bread; 

Lubricating  jelly  in  bread; 

Hair  in  biscuit; 

Superficial  mould  on  meat  (consignment  of  meat  delivered  to  school  canteen— contract  cancelled  by 
Education  Committee). 

Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1887  to  1953 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out  in  order  to  ensure  the  correct  labelling  or  marking  of  imported  foodstuffs. 
Warnings  have  been  issued  to  107  vendors.  This  has  resulted  in  a  substantial  improvement  throughout  the  County. 

Specified  Areas 

This  is  the  second  year  during  which  the  whole  County  has  been  included  in  specified  areas  made  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act.  The  Act  requires  that  all  retail  sales  of  milk  shall  be  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested. 
The  sale  of  ungraded  milk  is,  however,  permitted  in  the  case  of  a  producer  who  may  sell  such  milk  to  his  agricultural 
employees,  if  he  does  not  engage  in  the  sales  of  designated  milk. 

The  circumstances  relating  to  the  retail  sales  have  been  kept  under  close  observation  and  the  following  samples 
were  taken,  all  of  which  satisfied  the  prescribed  tests: —

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  samples,  the  sampling  of  milk  for  biological  examination  as  referred  to  in  the 
next  paragraph,  covers  the  retail  sales  of  raw  tuberculin  tested  milk,  in  addition  to  supplies  of  ungraded  milk. 

Biological  Examination  of  Milk 

Five  hundred  and  sixty-eight  samples  of  raw  milk  were  subject  to  biological  examination,  of  which  one  sample 
showed  positive  evidence  of  tuberculosis  and  thirty  samples  showed  positive  evidence  of  brucella  abortus. 

Following  the  examination  of  the  herd  concerned  with  the  positive  report  for  tuberculosis,  one  infected  cow  was 
removed.  As  the  milk  from  one  of  the  herds  which  was  found  to  be  affected  with  brucella  abortus  was  retailed  in 
its  raw  state,  quarter  samples  were  taken  from  individual  cows  and  the  affected  animal  removed.  In  all  other  cases, 
the  milk  was  subject  to  pasteurisation,  except  that  which  was  consumed  by  producers  or  their  employees,  who  were 
advised  accordingly. 

Supervision  of  Pasteurising  Plants 

The  six  pasteurising  plants  which  are  licensed  by  the  County  Council  continued  to  operate  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  during  the  year,  except  for  a  temporary  defect  in  one  plant  for  a  very  short  period.  The  plant  was  subject 
to  an  exhaustive  examination  and  the  defect  rectified.

In  addition  to  the  sampling  of  milk  from  pasteurising  establishments,  the  mechanism  and  instruments  of  the 
plants  are  kept  under  close  observation  and  the  bacteriological  condition  of  the  plant,  together  with  that  of  the  milk 
churns  and  bottles,  is  subject  to  periodic  check.  One  pasteurising  dairy  was  extended  and  remodelled  on  modern 
lines  during  the  year. 


Staff 

The  shortage  of  staff  in  the  County  Health  Inspector’s  section  which  persisted  during  1958,  resulted  in  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  an  unqualified  sampling  officer  to  fill  the  post  formerly  occupied  by  a  qualified  Assistant  Health  Inspector. 

After  a  period  of  training  of  this  officer,  it  has  been  possible  to  devote  more  attention  to  routine  sampling,  par¬ 
ticularly  of  milk  where  straightforward  drill  can  be  applied  and  where  there  is  the  least  likelihood  of  complication 
requiring  the  training  and  experience  of  a  qualified  officer. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 

Substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  hygienic  arrangements  in  food  premises  and  the 
cultivation  of  sound  practices  by  those  working  therein,  since  the  regulations  became  operative  in  1956,  both  insofar 
as  the  trade  and  schools  meals  service  is  concerned. 


Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  have  taken  a  further  step  in  establishing  a  policy  relating  to 
slaughterhouses.  Local  authorities  have  been  required  to  report  in  a  prescribed  manner  to  the  Ministry  on  the  extent 
to  which  individual  slaughterhouses  comply  with  the  prescribed  standard  and  on  the  adequacy  of  the  slaughtering 
facilities  within  their  districts.  After  the  details  have  been  considered  a  limited  time  will  be  allowed  to  bring  un¬ 
satisfactory  premises  up  to  the  prescribed  standards.  It  is  expected  that  a  small  number  of  completely  unsatisfactory 
slaughterhouses  will  be  put  out  of  use. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  numbers  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected.  The  amount  of  meat 
inspected  is  almost  100  per  cent  of  the  animals  killed,  but  the  scattered  nature  of  some  rural  districts,  together  with 
other  factors,  makes  this  target  difficult  to  achieve.

Ante-natal  Care 

The  Ante  Natal  Clinics  at  Brigg  and  Market  Rasen  were  closed  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  the  attendances  had 
been  so  poor. 

An  attempt  was  made  at  Brigg  to  substitute  the  Ante  Natal  Clinic  session  by  Ante  Natal  classes  which  would 
concentrate  on  the  educational  aspect  of  the  subject.  This  also  failed  due  to  poor  attendances. 

The  attendances  at  Horncastle  Clinic  are  also  very  poor  but  as  this  session  is  run  in  conjunction  with  a  Toddler 
Clinic,  there  is  not  the  same  indication  for  closure. 

In  the  remaining  Clinics  there  was  a  small  rise  in  attendances  but  it  is  doubtful  if  this  can  be  expected  to  continue 
to  any  extent  as  the  practice  of  attending  at  General  Practitioners’  surgeries  for  examinations  appears  to  have  been 
firmly  and  rightly  established.

Post  Natal  Care 


Post  Natal  examinations  are  conducted  at  Ante  Natal  sessions.  The  attendances  here  are  even  more  disappointing 
than  those  at  Ante  Natal  Clinics  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  if  these  patients  do  not  present  themselves  at  the  Local 
Authority  Clinics  they  will  get  themselves  finally  examined  by  their  Doctors,  as  the  post  natal  examination  is  of  the 
utmost  importance. 


During  the  year  31  patients  attended  for  the  post  natal  examination  and  they  made  92  attendances;  19  patients 
attended  for  the  first  time. 


Maternity  Outfits 

During  the  year  2,051  maternity  outfits  were  supplied. 


Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Lincoln  Diocesan  Association  for  Moral  Welfare  for  37  unmarried  mothers 
to  be  admitted  to  several  homes.  This  was  the  same  figure  as  for  1958. 


Child  Welfare 

Infant  Welfare  Centres  \ 

The  Lincoln  Infant  Welfare  Centre  was  closed  in  April.  The  centre  at  Fiskerton  was  also  closed  during  the 
year  and  it  was  replaced  by  a  Clinic  at  Cherry  Willingham  where  it  was  thought  it  would  be  more  conveniently  placed. 
This  leaves  57  Clinics  supplying  the  County. 


There  has  been  a  very  satisfactory  increase  in  the  number  of  attendances  at  Clinics  during  the  year  and  apart 
from  1952,  this  is  the  highest  attendance  since  the  inauguration  of  the  National  Health  Service. 


No  further  proof  is  necessary  to  show  the  value  of  this  service  to  the  community  than  the  fact  that  despite  a  free 
National  Health  Service,  the  Clinic  attendances  are  rising.

Welfare  Foods 

During  1959  the  distribution  points  at  East  Butterwick,  East  Stockwith,  Gunness,  Rand  and  West  Halton  closed 
as  there  was  no  demand  in  these  centres  for  Welfare  foods — also  one  of  the  two  shops  in  North  Kelsey  which  distri¬ 
buted  National  Dried  Milk  discontinued  to  issue  it.  Additional  centres  were  opened  at  R.A.F.  Station  Coningsby 
and  at  LTpton. 

At  31/12/59,  146  centres  were  in  operation — 53  in  conjunction  with  the  Council’s  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  93 
at  other  points — Shops,  Womens’  Institutes  and  distributors’  homes. 

Paid  staff  are  employed  at  9  centres  only,  the  remainder  being  manned  by  voluntary  workers. 

During  the  year  96,813  tins  of  National  Dried  Milk;  18,087  bottles  of  Cod  Liver  oil;  14,687  packets  A  &  D  Tablets 
and  143,360  bottles  of  Orange  Juice  were  distributed  compared  with  109,422  Milk;  18,495  Cod  Liver  Oil;  12,907 
A  &  D  Tablets  and  136,809  Orange  Juice  in  1958.  The  decline  in  take  up  of  National  Dried  Milk  is  continuing 
but  the  take  up  of  A  &  D  Tablets  by  expectant  mothers  has  increased.

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DENTAL  CARE 


During  1959  the  dental  staff  reached  its  highest  effective  strength  since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  in  1948.  Even  so,  except  in  Scunthorpe  borough,  there  was  no  local  authority  dental  service 
available  for  the  priority  classes,  which  includes  mothers  and  young  children,  in  the  whole  of  the  area  north  west 
of  a  line  joining  Grimsby  to  the  Trent  south  of  Gainsborough.  This  means  that  in  terms  of  acreage  nearly  half  the 
County  is  still  almost  without  a  dental  service  for  the  priority  classes.  In  practice  any  patient  in  that  area  who  seeks 
treatment  is  offered  appointments  at  the  most  convenient  manned  clinic  and  many  patients  have  been  travelling  some 
distance,  for  example  from  Gainsborough  to  Scunthorpe  or  Market  Rasen,  for  treatment. 

Last  year  it  was  pointed  out  that  during  the  first  ten  years  since  July,  1948,  whilst  there  had  been  no  spectacular 
change  in  the  number  of  patients  seen  under  the  M.  &  C.  W.  Scheme,  there  had  been  a  slow  but  steady  increase  in 
the  amount,  and  also  a  gradual  change  in  the  nature  of  the  work  done,  more  time  being  spent  on  fillings  and  other 
conservative  measures  and  less  on  extractions  and  provision  of  dentures. 

The  latter  trend  continued  in  1959  but  in  a  sharply  accelerated  form.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  comparative 
figures  of  the  tables  that  the  increase  in  the  number  of  fillings  done  and  in  prophylactic  treatment  such  as  scaling, 
polishing,  treatment  of  soft  tissues,  etc.  is  considerably  greater  than  would  be  expected  from  the  increased  number 
of  patients  seen.  This  is  due  to  the  introduction  of  a  new  class  of  patient  to  the  scheme.  Under  arrangements  made 
between  the  County  Council  and  the  Royal  Air  Force,  dental  treatment  for  ‘priority  class’  dependents  at  R.A.F. 
Hemswell  and  R.A.F.  Scampton  is  provided  by  the  R.A.F.  dental  officers  at  special  evening  sessions.  The  dental 
officer  and  orderly  are  paid  on  agreed  sessional  rate  by  the  County  Council  who  also  pay  R.A.F.  for  the  use  of  premises 
and  equipment  and  materials.  Work  in  connection  with  dentures  or  other  appliances  is  carried  out  in  the  Council’s 
laboratory. 

The  R.A.F.  families  are  described  above  as  a  new  class  of  patient  because  their  attitude  to  dental  treatment  is 
so  different  from  that  which  we  usually  encounter.  In  the  R.A.F.  schools  the  number  of  children  who  refuse  treat¬ 
ment  is  negligible  compared  with  the  46%  refusal  rate  in  the  County  as  a  whole,  whilst  under  the  M.  &  C.W.  Scheme 
the  number  of  mothers  who  seek  treatment  of  their  own  volition  is  greater  on  these  two  stations  than  in  the  whole 
of  the  rest  of  the  County.  The  great  majority  of  the  latter  class  attend  in  the  first  place  because  they  are  urged  so  to 
do  by  doctor,  health  visitor  or  midwife.  It  is  interesting  to  speculate  on  the  reason  for  this  difference  in  attitude.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  the  man  of  the  R.A.F.  family  is  under  what  amounts  to  compulsory  dental  supervision. 
It  has  been  thought  that  compulsion  may  lead  to  antagonism.  On  the  contrary  it  seems  that  experience  of  regular 
dental  service  engenders  an  appreciation  of  its  value.  This  is  supported  by  the  fact  that  mothers  who  have  been 
referred  for  dental  treatment  during  a  first  pregnancy,  and  who,  having  been  made  dentally  fit  are  recalled  for  check¬ 
up  at  intervals  during  the  period  of  eligibility,  often  apply  for  treatment  of  their  own  initiative  when  becoming  eligible 
again  because  of  a  subsequent  pregnancy. 

It  is  an  important  part  of  the  duty  of  a  dental  officer,  and  indeed  of  any  dentist,  to  effect  an  enlightened  regard 
for  dental  health  amongst  his  patients.  His  aim  can  more  certainly  be  achieved  if  the  patient  can  be  kept  under 
supervision  for  a  few  years.  Once  again  the  suggestion  is  made  that  mothers  should  remain  eligible  for  treatment 
under  the  M.  &  C.W.  scheme  for  so  long  as  their  children  are  eligible.  Mother  and  child  could  then  be  called  up 
together  for  periodic  inspection  with  better  chance  of  attendance  than  if  either  were  invited  independently.  Having 
become,  over  a  period  of  five  years  or  more,  accustomed  to  regular  supervision,  both  mother  and  chid  would  be  more 
likely  to  seek  and  secure  continuance  of  such  supervision  under  one  or  other  of  the  services  available. 

The  following  table  was  shown  last  year  for  comparison  between  1949  and  1958.  It  is  shown  again  with  1959 
figures  added  to  show  the  changes  described  earlier.  It  can  be  stated  now  that  for  the  first  time  on  record  the  number 
of  fillings  exceeds  the  number  of  extractions  and  this  significant  ‘milestone’  has  been  reached  by  both  mothers  and 
children  in  the  same  year.

There  is  very  little  change  in  the  home  nursing  service  in  Lindsey.  In  the  rural  areas  it  is  combined  with  the 
domiciliary  midwifery  service  and  whilst  it  is  not  generally  difficult  to  recruit  nurses,  it  is  increasingly  difficult  to 
attract  nurses  who  are  also  midwives.  It  is  sometimes  necessary  to  carry  out  the  service  by  appointing  a  nurse  tem¬ 
porarily  and  supplying  the  midwifery  service  from  an  adjoining  district.  If  the  difficulty  of  recruiting  midwives 
continues,  this  may  be  the  pattern  of  the  future. 

The  downward  trend  in  the  number  of  visits  by  the  home  nurses  continued,  but  once  again  the  number  of  visits 
per  patient  increased.  This  reflects  the  amount  of  nursing  provided  for  the  infirm  elderly  who  may  remain  under 
the  care  of  the  nurse  for  long  periods.  Sixty-eight  per  cent  of  the  visits  were  paid  to  patients  over  65  years  of  age, 
although  they  represented  only  42%  of  the  cases. 

No  special  arrangements  are  made  for  the  nursing  of  children  at  home.  They  represent  only  a  very  small 
proportion  of  the  district  nurses  work. 

MIDWIFERY 

Of  the  total  of  5,303  deliveries  in  Lindsey,  1,862  were  delivered  by  County  Council  midwives.  The  County 
Council’s  midwives  attended  2,188  patients  delivered  in  hospital  and  discharged  before  the  fourteenth  day. 

There  were  5,303  deliveries  in  Lindsey  an  increase  of  147.  One  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  seventy-few#,  or 
35%  were  delivered  at  home  compared  with  36%  the  previous  year.  Of  these  home  deliveries  77%  were  conducted 
by  the  midwife  alone. 

In  a  rural  county  it  is  not  possible  to  work  a  night  rota  system,  nor  is  it  necessary,  as  the  number  of  broken  nights 
is  small.  If,  however,  a  midwife  has  a  succession  of  broken  nights,  she  is  free  to  ask  for  help  from  a  neighbour  in 
order  to  obtain  some  rest. 
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Discussions  with  the  staff  are  being  held  in  the  main  urban  area  and  it  is  hoped  to  arrange  a  system  acceptable 
to  the  staff  which  will  relieve  the  midwives  of  evening  and  night  calls  in  turn  and  free  them  to  live  a  more  normal 
social  life.

HEALTH  VISITING 

There  were  39  health  visitors  at  the  end  of  the  year  compared  with  38  the  previous  year.  Although  the  establish¬ 
ment  is  55,  and  an  even  larger  number  is  now  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  there  is  no  evidence  that  the 
service  is  not  satisfactory.  It  is  fair  to  say  that  except  for  one  or  two  areas  of  the  county,  of  which  Scunthorpe  with 
its  particular  problems  is  one,  a  considerable  increase  of  health  visitors  is  not  needed  and  if  suddenly  obtained  might 
well  be  an  embarrassment.  A  stable  total  of  46  would  enable  us  to  review  the  situation  and  decide  where  the  growing 
points  should  be  and  what  duties  could  be  added  to  those  at  present  adequately  undertaken.  Continual  emphasis 
on  the  shortage  tends  to  discourage  the  present  staff.  A  more  constructive  and  helpful  approach  is  to  give  every 
possible  assistance  by  means  of  clerical  help,  adequate  transport  and  relief  from  work  which  can  easily  be  done  by  less 
qualified  assistants.  The  work  of  the  health  visitor  has  now  been  defined  as  health  education  and  social  advice.  Not 
only  must  she  have  time  for  these  activities,  but  she  must  be  free  to  pursue  them  where  they  are  most  valuable  and 
by  the  most  efficient  means,  and  constant  thought  should  be  given  to  freeing  her  for  these  functions,  and  to  helping 
her  to  carry  them  out.

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Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

The  scheme  introduced  in  1956  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued  during  the  year.  I  here 
were  no  further  extensions  to  the  scheme,  vaccination  still  being  available  to  any  person  born  during  or  aftei  1 933  and 
certain  special  groups.  The  response  in  the  1933 — 1942  age  group  remains  disappointing  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  but  following  the  death  in  April  of  an  international  footballer  from  poliomyelitis  came  a  rush  of  young  people 
for  vaccination  and  during  the  few  months  after  this  the  demand  was  quite  heavy  although  the  overall  response  is 
still  rather  on  the  low  side.  Steadily,  throughout  the  year,  third  injections  were  given  to  those  peisons  who  had 
already  received  the  first  two  injections. 

During  the  year  the  County  Council  received  71,410  c.c.s.  of  British  vaccine  and  53,030  cc..s  of  Salk  \accme. 

In  1959  2,000  persons  received  a  second  injection,  having  received  the  first  in  the  previous  year,  26,412  received 
their  first  and  second  injection,  and  46,920  were  given  the  third  injection.

At  the  end  of  the  year  about  1,100  persons  had  received  the  first  injection,  and  about  700  were  awaiting  the  first 
injection. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  in  1956,  78,745  persons  have  received  two  injections,  and  49,807  of  these 
have  been  given  the  third  injection. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Ambulance  Service  in  Lindsey  continues  to  be  operated  jointly  with  the  Fire  Service. 

During  the  year  five  new  ambulances  were  received  into  the  ambulance  fleet,  being  replacements  for  older  vehicles. 
Although  intended  primarily  as  sitting  case  vehicles,  each  of  the  new  ambulances  is  equipped  to  carry  one  stretcher 
case,  should  the  need  arise. 

Twenty-one  of  the  County  Council’s  Ambulances  are  equipped  with  radio,  control  being  effected  by  two  fixed 
stations  near  Louth  and  Scunthorpe. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that  the  total  mileage  showed  an  increase  of  19,150  miles  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  The  mileage  travelled  by  the  County  Council’s  own  vehicles  decreasing  by  38  and  that  done  by 
other  authorities  by  4,015.  There  was  a  substantial  increase  in  mileage  done  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service  of  23,203 

miles.

It  will  be  noted  that  whilst  the  number  of  sitting  cases  conveyed  by  rail  showed  a  considerable  increase,  the  number 
of  stretcher  cases  carried  by  rail  decreased  still  further  compared  with  the  preceding  two  years.  Diesel  trains  have 
replaced  many  of  the  steam  trains  and  the  diesel  rolling  stock  is  not  suitable  for  the  accommodation  of  stretcher  cases. 

The  County  Council  have  continued  to  use  the  Hospital  Car  Service  for  the  conveyance  of  sitting  cases,  and 
during  1959,  the  number  of  cases  conveyed,  and  the  number  of  miles  travelled  by  this  service  increased  by  2,303  and 
23,203  respectively  compared  with  1958.  The  arrangement  with  the  Lincoln  County  Borough  Council,  whereby 
their  ambulance  service  covers  an  area  to  the  north  of  Lincoln,  having  a  population  of  about  18,250  and  containing 
approximately  97,300  acres  continued  for  most  of  the  year.  Agreement  with  the  Lincoln  County  Borough  Council 
was  reached  during  the  year  whereby  they  will  continue  to  deal  with  all  emergency  cases  in  the  area,  all  other  cases 
will  be  carried  by  the  County  Council’s  own  ambulance  Service.  This  arrangement  came  into  operation  from  the 
1st  October  when  a  part  of  the  area  to  the  west  of  the  Ermine  way  was  operated  by  the  County  Council’s  Ambulance 
Service  so  far  as  non-emergency  cases  are  concerned.  The  remaining  area  will  be  taken  over  completely  for  non¬ 
emergency  cases,  during  1960. 

The  Holland  County  Council  continued  to  provide  an  ambulance  service  in  an  area  to  the  South-East  of  Lindsey 
adjacent  to  Boston,  having  an  area  of  about  26,000  acreas  and  a  population  of  about  3,500. 
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Cases  dealt  with  under  arrangements  with  other  authorities  and  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

Tuberculosis 

The  County  Council  have  a  scheme  for  the  admission  of  patients  to  the  Papworth  Village  Settlement  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  2  patients  were  being  maintained  there. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  for  803  persons  who  have  been  in  contact  with  cases  of  tuberculosis  to 
be  examined  giving  a  ratio  of  4.68  for  each  new  case  of  tuberculosis  reported. 

The  County  Council  provided  during  the  year  extra  nourishment  in  44  cases  where  such  provision  was  recommended 
by  the  chest  physician  and  where  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  recipients  were  such  that  they  could  not  afford 
to  purchase  it  themselves. 

The  arrangements  which  the  County  Council  made  some  time  ago  for  the  medical  or  X-ray  examination  of  staff 
whose  duties  bring  them  into  close  contact  with  children  continued  during  1959.  The  number  of  staff  X-rayed 
under  these  arrangements  during  the  year  was  133  and  the  number  examined  without  X-ray  was  304.  All  members 
of  such  staff  are  encouraged  to  undergo  X-ray  examination  through  the  mass  radiography  unit  as  and  when  they 
have  the  opportunity. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Following  a  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  County  Council  in  September,  1959,  extended  the 
scheme  for  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  children  in  their  fourteenth  year  to  include  (1)  children  of  14  years  of  age  and 
upwards  who  are  still  at  school,  and  also  students  who  are  attending  Universities,  Teacher  Training  Colleges,  Tech¬ 
nical  Colleges  and  other  establishments  of  further  education,  and  (2)  whole  school  classes,  even  though  some  of  the 
children  are  under  the  age  of  13  years.

The  number  of  children  whose  parents  consented  to  vaccination  was  3,652  and  these  were  skin  tested.  Those 
who  showed  a  negative  reaction  totalled  3,111  and  of  these  3,096  were  vaccinated.  Those  who  showed  a  positive 
reaction  numbered  541,  representing  14.8%  of  the  number  tested.  The  positive  reactors  had  acquired  a  degree  of 
immunity  sufficient  to  render  vaccination  with  B.C.G.  unnecessary. 


Contact  Scheme 

The  Contact  Scheme  for  vaccination  of  persons  known  to  have  been  in,  or  likely  to  come  into  contact  with  cases 
of  tuberculosis  was  carried  out  at  several  Chest  Clinics.  The  Returns  submitted  by  the  Chest  Physicians  indicated 
that  the  number  of  persons  skin  tested  was  413,  the  number  found  positive  112,  the  number  found  negative  301^nd 
the  number  vaccinated  327.

Health  Education 

Mothers'  Clubs 

Responsibility  for  the  bulk  of  health  education  lies  with  the  local  health  authorities,  though  much  is  being  done 
by  the  women’s  magazines  and  other  media.  As  the  public  become  better  informed  through  these  media 

there  is  a  desire  to  know  more,  particularly  in  the  field  of  maternity  and  child  welfare.  Research  shows  that  this  type 
of  teaching  is  best  done  by  the  group  discussion  method. 

There  are  now  five  Mothers’  Clubs  in  this  county — Broughton,  Cleethorpes,  Crowle,  Gainsborough  and  Kirton 
Lindsey.  These  clubs  have  been  started  by  the  health  visitor  of  the  district  and  where  possible  are  held  in  County 
Council  premises.  Although  each  club  has  its  own  officers  and  committee,  the  health  visitor  is  responsible  for  guiding 
the  members  in  their  activities.  Talks  are  given  and  discussions  led  by  doctors,  nurses,  health  visitors,  staff  from  the 
Education  Department  and  workers  in  the  social  services.  Every  time  a  club  has  been  formed  its  membership  has 
grown  rapidly  and  attendances  have  remained  high.  Besides  learning  through  formal  instruction  the  members  have 
the  invaluable  opportunity  of  discovering  that  other  mothers  have  similar  difficulties  and  worries.  A  considerable 
amount  of  fear  is  still  experienced  through  ignorance. 

Ante-Natal  Classes 

Health  Education  like  all  aspects  of  preventive  medicine  holds  no  drama  and  rarely  any  measurable  results. 

Mothercraft  teaching  to  women  in  their  pregnancy  is  the  exception— not  only  are  the  expectant  mothers  keen  to 
hear  an  explanation  of  the  physical  and  emotional  changes  taking  place  during  pregnancy,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  woman  who  has  an  understanding  of  childbirth  enjoys  an  easier  period  of  labour.  Knowledge  supplants  fear. 

The  fact  that  each  week  many  thousands  of  letters  reach  the  popular  women’s  magazines  on  the  subject  of  preg¬ 
nancy  and  childbirth  suggests  there  is  a  need  for  education  in  these  subjects.  Classes  are  conducted  by  Assistant 
Medical  Officers  in  Gainsborough,  Cleethorpes,  Scunthorpe  and  Skegness  and  by  ^health  visitors  in  Alford,  Louth, 
Epworth  and  Immingham. 

^assisted  in  some  cases  by  the  midwife. 

Schools 

There  appears  to  be  a  growing  interest  in  health  teaching  in  schools.  In  April  a  one  day  course  was  held  at 
Castle  Hills  School,  Gainsborough.  This  was  arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  Education  Department  and  practical 
help  in  teaching  methods  was  presented  to  24  health  visitors  who  have,  or  may  in  future  have,  the  opportunity  of 
formal  teaching  in  schools. 

In  the  Autumn,  again  in  conjunction  with  the  Education  Department,  a  conference  was  held  at  which  Headmasters, 
and  Headmistresses  in  secondary  schools  and  teachers  of  Biology,  Housecraft,  and  Physical  Education  attended 
together  with  health  visitors.  The  broader  aspects  of  health  were  considered.  It  is  unfortunate  that  health  education 
particularly  in  schools  is  still  confused  with  sex  instruction.  Health  Education  in  the  schools  depends  on  the  Head 
Teacher’s  attitude.  At  present  eight  of  the  health  visitors  are  giving  classes  in  secondary  schools. 
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Home  Visiting 

A  very  small  proportion  of  the  population  is  at  present  reached  by  these  formal  methods  and  the  bulk  of  the  health 
teaching  is  done  by  the  health  visitor  in  her  day  to  day  contacts  with  the  individual  in  home,  clinic  and  school. 


Problem  Families 


The  Problem  Families  scheme  was  set  up  in  1954  in  response  to  the  Ministry  circular  (No. 27/54)  the  purpose 
of  which  was  to  prevent  the  break  up  of  families.  It  makes  provision  for  help  for  families  with  children  where,  because 
of  illness  or  some  other  incapacity  of  the  mother,  the  children  may  suffer.  The  assistance  may  take  the  form  of  home 
help  or  sitter-in,  provision  of  clothing,  bedding  or  household  equipment  when  no  other  organisation  can  provide  it, 
and,  when  suitable,  the  training  of  the  mother  at  a  rehabilitation  centre.

If  the  family  is  unable  to  make  a  contribution  towards  the  cost  of  home  help,  this  help  is  provided  free  of  charge. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  useful  of  the  Services  called  on  to  help  with  problem  families,  as  a  wise,  capable  sympathetic 
woman  can  do  a  great  deal  to  educate  inadequate  housewives  to  run  their  homes  satisfactorily.

Convalescence 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  under  the  Council’s  scheme  to  convalescent  homes  for  a  recuperative  holiday 
was  13  compared  with  10  in  1958.  The  average  stay  of  the  patients  admitted  in  1959  was  2.46  weeks. 


Sitters  in  Service 

Help  through  the  Sitting  in  Service  has  been  provided  in  58  cases,  as  compared  with  55  in  1958. 

More  than  89%  of  these  cases  are  old  people. 

A  further  23  cases  were  investigated  but  did  not  receive  help.  In  only  2  of  these  cases  was  it  found  impossible 
to  provide  help. 

Twenty-four  sitters  in  were  enrolled  at  the  end  of  1959.

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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


During  the  year  there  has  been  a  further  increase  in  the  use  made  of  the  County  Council’s  Domestic  Help  Service. 

The  increase  has  been  greater  than  that  shown  in  1958.  Skegness  and  District  has  shown  a  marked  increase 
which  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  the  service  in  that  area  has  become  much  more  firmly  established  since  the 
appointment  of  an  Assistant  Organiser  in  July,  1958.  In  this  area  help  was  provided  in  282  cases  as  opposed  to 
196  in  1958. 

Throughout  the  County,  1,579  cases  were  investigated  and  help  was  provided  in  1,154,  as  compared  with  1,499 
and  1,085  respectively  during  1958. 

Although  the  amount  of  help  provided  has  been  greater  than  in  1958,  the  number  of  Helpers  is  416  which  is  one 
less  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  points  to  the  fact  that  individual  Helpers  have  taken  on  more  work. 

The  number  of  maternity  and  tuberculosis  cases  has  dropped  slightly  but  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  chronic  sick  and  aged.

Reorganisation  of  the  Service 

The  Domestic  Help  Service,  which  plays  one  of  the  most  useful  parts  in  the  National  Health  Service,  has 
developed  steadily  since  1948.  Its  development  was  fully  described  in  last  year’s  Report  which  contained  a  review 
of  those  services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  for  the  first  ten  years  of  the  National  Health  Service.  It 
will  have  been  noted  from  the  Tables  above  and  from  other  statistical  tables  that  the  aged  and  infirm  and  the  chronic 
sick  now  form  the  greatest  single  category  of  those  in  need.  Enquiry  has  revealed,  however,  that  a  very  high  proportion 
of  those  classified  in  these  tables  as  aged  and  infirm  would  be  suitable  only  for  hospital  care  should  they  be  precluded 
from  having  domestic  help  provided  in  their  homes.  It  can  be  said,  therefore,  that  the  majority  of  cases  needing 
domestic  help  are  those  who  would  otherwise  be  admitted  to  hospital  under  medical  care  rather  than  into  County 
Council  hostels.  In  order  that  the  most  efficient  use  may  be  made  of  the  Domestic  Help  Service  it  is  essential  that 
the  fullest  possible  co-ordination  should  be  maintained  with  the  Home  Nursing  Service,  the  Midwifery  Service  (inso¬ 
far  as  maternity  cases  are  concerned)  and  the  Health  Visiting  Service.  The  closest  co-ordination  with  hospital  and 
general  practitioners  Services  is  also  of  the  utmost  importance.  No  doubt  it  was  with  this  object  in  view  that  the 
Domestic  Help  Service  was  placed  among  those  services  to  be  provided  by  the  local  health  authority  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  to  be  administered  statutorily  by  the  Health  Committee. 


A  recent  review  by  an  organisation  and  methods  team  recommended  that  the  Domestic  Help  Service  should 
remain  within  the  Health  Department  under  the  administrative  control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  A  close  link 
with  all  other  health  services  could  then  be  easily  maintained.  The  Council  were  unable  to  see  their  way  to  adopt 
this  recommendation  and  the  service  is  to  be  transferred  to  the  County  Welfare  Officer  who  will  be  responsible  for 
its  administration  to  the  Welfare  Committee.  In  order  to  maintain  the  legality  of  this  situation  the  Welfare  Committee 
are  to  be  regarded  as  administering  the  service  on  behalf  of  the  Health  Committee. 
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MENTAL  HEALTH 


The  most  important  single  event  within  the  N.H.S.  during  the  year  was  the  additions  to  the  Statute  Book  of  the 
Mental  Health  Act,  1959.  This  new  Act,  which  is  expected  to  be  in  full  operation  before  the  end  of  1960,  gives 
effect  to  the  enlightened  thinking  of  recent  years  which  was  embodied  in  the  Report  and  Recommendations  of  the  Royal 
Commission  on  the  Law  relating  to  Mental  Illness  and  Mental  Deficiency.  It  makes  possible  a  comprehensive  Mental 
health  service,  fully  integrated  with  the  National  Health  Service  and  providing  treatment  for  those  who  need  it  as 
in-patients  with  no  more  formality  than  is  required  for  other  kinds  of  illness.  For  exceptional  cases  the  Act  provides 
the  necessary  safeguards  which  operate  in  the  interests  both  of  the  patient  and  the  community.  The  Act  aims  to 
avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  the  removal  from  the  community  and  their  own  homes  of  those  suffering  from  any  form  of 
mental  disorder  unless  they  need  a  period  of  treatment  as  inpatients  in  hospital. 

The  Act  envisages  a  great  expansion  in  local  authority  community  care  service,  including  training  and  occupa¬ 
tion  centres,  social  centres  and  clubs,  home  visiting  service  and  residential  homes  and  hostels.  A  comprehensive 
service  requires  a  joint  effort  by  all  concerned  with  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  mental  disorder.  Family  doctor, 
local  authority  services,  hospital  services,  other  statutory  services  for  retraining  and  resettlement  in  employment, 
voluntary  bodies  and  the  general  public— all  will  have  a  vital  part  to  play  in  bringing  help  to  those  who  need  it  whether 
in  the  community  or  in  hospital. 

In  order  to  facilitate  co-operation  between  local  authority  and  hospital  services,  the  County  Medical  Officer  is 
a  member  of  the  Group  Medical  Committee  of  the  two  mental  hospitals  serving  the  area  and  is  invited  to  attend  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Hospital  House  Committee.  The  Medical  Superintendents  of  Bracebridge  Heath  Hospital  and  Harmston 
Hall  Hospital  are  invited  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

Similarly,  co-operation  with  general  practitioners  is  facilitated  by  the  attendance  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
at  meetings  of  the  Local  Medical  Committees  and  the  attendance  of  representatives  of  the  Local  Medical  Committee 
and  Executive  Council  at  meetings  of  the  Health  Committee. 

During  the  year  a  senior  mental  welfare  officer  was  appointed  and  this  officer  commenced  his  appointment  in  June. 

In  addition  a  deputy  county  medical  officer  was  appointed  and  he  will  undertake  mental  health  duties.  This 
officer  will  take  up  his  duties  in  early  1960. 

Two  health  visitors  were  seconded  from  the  Health  Department  to  Bracebridge  Heath  Hospital  for  a  period  of 
three  months. 


Mental  Deficiency 


The  names  of  77  mental  defectives  were  added  to  the  register  during  the  year  and  the  names  of  52  cases  were 
removed  from  the  register  either  because  of  death  or  removal  from  the  County  or  because  they  were  no  longer  considered 
to  be  mentally  defective  within  the  meaning  of  Section  1  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1927. 

The  total  number  of  mental  defectives  whose  names  were  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  1,213  com¬ 
pared  with  1,188  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  77  new  cases  reported,  33  were  children  who  had  been  found  to  be  ineducable  and  had  been  referred  by 
the  Education  Authority.

Supervision 

The  County  Council’s  health  visitors  exercise  supervision  over  defectives  in  their  own  homes  and  during  the  year 
they  paid  2,577  visits  in  this  connection. 

Institutional  Care 

There  is  still  a  shortage  of  institutional  accommodation  but  the  number  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission  to  hospital 
has  decreased  slightly  from  114  at  the  end  of  1958,  to  110  at  the  end  of  1959.  Of  these  cases  57  are  classed  as  cases 
in  urgent  need  of  institutional  care  with  varying  degrees  of  priority. 

During  1959  only  21  cases  were  admitted  to  hospitals  of  whom  6  were  dealt  with  by  court  order. 

Advantage  was  again  taken  of  the  provisions  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  5/52  to  secure  the  admission  of  cases 
to  institutions  for  short  periods  in  order  to  afford  temporary  relief  to  parents.  During  1959,  12  vacancies  were  obtained 
for  these  cases. 
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Guardianship 

Five  cases  remain  under  guardianship  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  and  are  visited  at  regular  intervals,  as 
required  under  the  Guardianship  Regulations. 

Occupation  and  Training 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  number  of  children  attending  the  Lincoln  Occupation  Centre  from  the  Lindsey  area 
had  dropped  to  5,  the  County  Council  decided  during  the  year  that  the  arrangement  with  Lincoln  Corporation  should 
be  discontinued  and  the  5  cases  should  be  transferred  to  the  Gainsborough  Occupation  Centre.  The  change  in  the 
transport  arrangements  involved  led  to  the  admission  of  3  other  children  to  the  Gainsborough  Centre  who  had  not 
been  able  to  attend  owing  to  the  lack  of  transport.  Also  during  the  year  the  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  agreed  in 
principle  to  the  attendance  of  8  children  from  Nottinghamshire  at  the  Gainsborough  Centre  and  arrangements  were 
made  for  an  additional  classroom  to  be  provided  in  a  building  adjacent  to  the  Centre. 

Towards  the  end  of  1959  the  County  Council  approved  in  principle  the  erection  of  a  new  occupation  centre  at 
Louth  and  negotiations  were  opened  for  the  acquisition  of  a  suitable  site.  Similarly,  negotiations  were  underway 
for  acquisition  of  suitable  premises  for  adaptation  as  an  occupation  centre  in  Horncastle.

Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts 

The  Local  Health  Authority  is  responsible,  through  their  Authorised  Officers,  for  taking  what  proceedings  are 
necessary  under  the  Acts  to  provide  care  and  treatment  in  hospital  for  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness.  These 
Officers  are  mainly  concerned  in  cases  where  certification  and  the  making  of  statutory  orders  are  necessary  though 


they  advise  and  assist  in  cases  of  voluntary  admission.

When  patients  needing  after-care  are  discharged  from  mental  hospitals,  the  medical  superintendents  notify 
the  local  authority  whose  health  visitors  carry  out  visits  in  some  cases  when  requested  and  forward  reports  to  the 
hospital  superintendents.  In  1959,  44  new  cases  were  referred  from  hospital  and  the  health  visitors  carried  out  734 
visits.  The  total  number  of  cases  under  supervision  was  92.

Tuberculosis 

The  following  table  gives  particulars  of  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  during  the  years  1937  to  1959.  The  number 
of  cases  reported  in  1959  was  193  an  increase  of  20  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This  increase  is  mainly  made  up 
of  transfers  into  the  County.

WELFARE  OF  HANDICAPPED  PERSONS 
Handicapped  Persons  (General  Classes) 

Before  proceeding  to  report  on  the  progress  of  the  scheme  for  the  welfare  of  handicapped  persons  during  1959 
it  would  seem  appropriate  to  comment  on  the  impending  changes  in  administration,  as  a  result  of  which  this  scheme 
will  be  transferred  to  the  Welfare  Department  under  the  County  Welfare  Officer. 

In  last  year’s  Report  I  commented  that  although  the  Lindsey  County  Council  were  one  of  the  last  authorities 
to  set  up  a  scheme  for  the  welfare  of  handicapped  persons  the  Council  had  been  able  to  profit  by  the  experience  of 
others  so  as  to  enable  the  scheme  to  be  set  up  on  sound  principles.  This  was  particularly  so  with  regard  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Lindsey  Society  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Handicapped,  a  voluntary  society  embracing  all  types  of  handicap. 
The  Society  works  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Council’s  services  so  that  there  can  be  the  maximum  use  and 
encouragement  of  voluntary  effort.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  an  Organisation  and  Methods  Survey  of  the  Council’s 
social  services  was  undertaken.  The  recommendations  which  the  Organisation  and  Methods  Team  made  were  broadlv 
divided  into  two  parts.  The  first  related  to  headquarters  administration  (but  was  not  adopted  by  the  Council)  and 
the  second  (which  was  adopted)  to  re-organisation  of  the  field  of  workers. 
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At  headquarters  the  O.  and  M.  Team  recommended  that  all  the  social  services  and  the  provision  of  Part  III 
accommodation  under  the  National  Assistance  Act  should  be  under  the  general  direction  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer.  The  administration  of  social  services  is  undertaken  in  this  way  by  a  number  of  authorities  and  has  proved 
successful.  Insofar  as  the  Committee  structure  is  concerned  the  team  recommended  that  there  should  be  a  combined 
health  and  welfare  committee  who  could  administer  the  various  health  and  welfare  services  through  a  number  of 
sub-committees.  The  County  Council  were  unable  to  accept  these  recommendations  and  instead  decided  to  transfer, 
not  only  the  scheme  for  the  welfare  of  handicapped  persons  but  also  the  Domestic  Help  Service,  to  a  separate  welfare 
committee  who  will  administer  these  services  through  the  County  Welfare  Officer. 


The  other  aspect  of  the  Organisation  and  Methods  Team’s  recommendations  related  to  how  social  services  should 
be  provided  in  the  field.  They  recommended  that  the  County  be  divided  for  welfare  needs  into  six  areas,  in  each  of 
which  would  be  an  area  welfare  team  of  social  workers  with  an  area  welfare  officer  as  its  leader. 


The  Area  Welfare  Officer  will  be  expected  to  spend  a  high  proportion  of  his  time,  probably  as  much  as  half,  on 
mental  health  duties  for  which  he  will  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Health  Committee  through  the  County  Medical 
Officer.  For  the  remainder  of  his  time  he  will  act  as  team  leader  and  as  such  will  be  responsible  to  the  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee  through  the  County  Welfare  Officer.  He  will  also  have  certain  duties  under  the  Children’s  Committee  for 
which  he  will  be  responsible  to  the  Children’s  Officer.  Included  in  the  team  will  be  social  workers  under  a 
three  tier  system  along  the  lines  recommended  by  the  Younghusband  Committee.  There  will  be  those  social  workers 
with  a  high  degree  of  skill  and  training  to  cope  with  problems  of  special  difficulty,  social  workers  with  a  less  degree 
of  training  and  those  needed  to  cope  solely  with  straightforward  and  obvious  needs.  In  each  team  there  will  be  no 
specialism,  for  it  is  intended  that  all  social  workers  should  be  employed  on  duties  connected  with  the  welfare  of  the 
physically  handicapped,  with  the  welfare  of  the  blind  and  with  the  welfare  of  old  people.  In  fact  the  whole  range  of 
social  problems  will  come  within  their  purview  with  the  exception  of  mental  health.  There  will  be  an  occupational 
therapist  in  each  team  and  also  child  care  officers  who  will  be  responsible  through  the  team  leader  to  the  Children’s 
Officer.  In  a  sparseley  populated  county  such  as  this,  this  system  will  solve  quite  a  number  of  difficulties.  Travelling 
time  will  be  reduced  and  the  needs  of  those  who  are  receiving  these  services  will  be  co-ordinated.  In  fact,  it  is  the  Council’s 
intention  that  all  these  social  workers  should  be  housed  in  the  same  premises  in  each  area.  I  think  it  can  be  said  that 
this  integration  of  the  social  services  at  field  level  has  been  widely  accepted  here  by  all  concerned  and  I  believe  it  is 
the  right  solution  for  this  county  insofar  as  the  field  workers  are  concerned. 


A  further  246  disabled  persons  were  referred  to  the  department  for  investigation  and  on  the  31st  December, 
1959,  there  were  432  persons  registered  as  handicapped  persons  in  accordance  with  Section  29  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  of  1948. 


Also  during  the  year  17  names  were  removed  from  the  register  due  to  14  deaths,  and  3  removals  of  residence 
from  the  Lindsey  County  Council’s  administrative  area.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  85  cases 
still  to  be  investigated.

As  I  reported  last  year,  by  the  end  of  1958  a  position  had  been  reached  when  due  to  lack  of  staff  it  was  impossible 
to  provide  a  satisfactory  service  and  because  of  this  the  Health  Committee  agreed  to  the  appointment  of  two  more 
social  workers.  These  additional  social  workers  commenced  duty  with  the  County  Council  on  the  25th  May  and  13th 
July,  respectively.  One  of  the  workers  is  based  at  Brigg,  and  covers  the  Northern  part  of  the  County,  and  the  other 
is  based  in  Spilsby  covering  the  Southern  part  of  the  County,  leaving  the  Gainsborough  and  central  area  to  be  covered 
by  the  Senior  Social  Worker.  Once  again  with  the  growth  of  registrations  it  became  necessary  to  consider  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  additional  social  workers,  and  in  this  connection  the  Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons  Sub-Committee  were 
recommended  to  appoint  two  additional  social  workers  during  the  financial  year,  1960 — 1961. 


Throughout  the  year  approximately  1,200  visits  have  been  made,  either  to  the  homes  of,  or  in  connection  with, 
handicapped  persons,  and  some  of  the  ways  in  which  assistance  has  been  afforded  include — advice  to  solve  personal 
problems,  assistance  with  structural  alterations  to  the  homes  of  handicapped  persons,  provision  of  special  aids,  repre¬ 
sentations  on  behalf  of  handicapped  persons  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  provision  of  motorised  chairs,  and  to 
the  National  Assistance  Board  for  financial  assistance,  etc.  The  social  workers  work  in  close  conjunction  with  the 
General  Practitioners  and  the  Almoner  Service  of  hospitals. 
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Lindsey  Society  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Handicapped 

Strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  develop  the  work  of  the  Lindsey  Society  for  the  Welfare 
of  the  Handicapped.  Two  Area  Committees  have  been  formed,  one  in  Skegness  covering  the  Skegness  Urban  District, 
the  Alford  Urban  District,  and  the  Spilsby  Rural  District,  and  the  other  in  Scunthorpe,  covering  the  Scunthorpe 
Municipal  Borough,  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District,  and  the  northern  part  of  the  Isle  of  Axholme  Rural  District. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  arrangements  were  in  hand  for  the  formation  of  two  further  Committees  that  will  cover  the 
Gainsborough  Urban  District,  Gainsborough  Rural  District,  the  southern  part  of  the  Isle  of  Axholme  Rural  District, 
and  parts  of  the  Welton  Rural  District,  and  the  other  the  Market  Rasen  Urban  District,  the  Caistor  Rural  District, 
and  parts  of  the  Welton  Rural  District. 


Funds 

Throughout  the  year  flag  days,  house-to-house  collections,  and  other  activities  have  been  organised  to  raise 
funds  for  the  Society. 


Deaf  and  Dumb 

In  August,  1959,  the  Minister  of  Health  approved  the  County  Council’s  scheme  made  under  Section  29  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  for  the  provision  of  welfare  services  for  persons  who  are  deaf  and  dumb.  Under  this 
scheme,  the  County  Council  have  delegated  their  functions  to  the  Lincolnshire  Diocesan  Deaf  and  Dumb  Association 
and  give  them  financial  assistance  to  help  them  with  the  provision  of  the  various  services.  The  Association  are  keeping 
the  register  which  is  required  to  be  maintained  under  the  scheme,  but  no  registrations  under  the  scheme  had  been 
effected  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  Persons 

During  the  year  125  new  cases  were  registered,  94  of  these  being  blind  and  31  partially  sighted.  The  corresponding 
figures  for  1957  were  78  blind  and  26  partially  sighted.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  register  contained  the  names  of 
601  blind  persons  and  141  partially  sighted  persons  compared  with  590  and  132  respectively  for  the  previous  year. 

The  following  tables  give  details  of  new  cases  registered  as  blind  and  partially  sighted  in  1958,  indicating  the 
cause  of  the  eye  defect  and  the  age  at  which  it  occurred.

NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS  REGULATIONS  ACT,  1948 


There  is  one  nursery  in  the  County  registered  under  this  Act.  It  is  run  by  a  voluntary  Committee  at  Skegness, 
is  open  only  during  the  holiday  season  and  provides  places  for  25  children. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  no  persons  were  registered  under  the  Act  as  daily  minders. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 — REGISTRATION  OF  NURSING  HOMES 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  four  nursing  homes  registered  with  the  County  Council,  providing  beds 
for  82  cases.  The  only  change  that  took  place  during  the  year  was  that  the  number  of  beds  registered  at  these  four 
homes  was  increased  to  87. 
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
